Foundation plantings are 
used for adding to or eorrec- 
ting house proportions. You 
can use plant foundations to| 
make the house appear low-| 
er and wider, a8 well as to 
soften lines. They also give 
a house the appearance of 
being tied to the ground, as 
if it was growing and ac- 
tually belonged right there. 
Foundation plantings are 
usually an all-year feature. 
For this reason, evergreens 
should be used primarily, Be 
|careful to select “summer” 
rubs which will harmon- 
ize with your evergreens in 
summer and add decoration 
and color with their bard or 
berries during the winter. 

Things to remember: 
Plantings at the coners of 
your house will give it 
width. Do not plant the same 
jpumber of shrubs on each 
side of the door, avoid mon- 
otny, Don’t use too many of 
one type of plant.

This 
pest is found on the under 
side of leaf, which will ap- 
pear dirty, dusty and gray 
in color. Red spider will not) 
live in moist conditions. | 
Wash the plant often, using} 
water a8 a presentine, but if| 
washing does not destroy 
this pest, use a spray of mis- 
cible of], This villian most 
¢cmmonly attacks plants in 
the Ivy family. 

Coleus is a very common 
house plant, with its bright, 
pretty leaves. To keep these 
plants in condition you must 
frequently pinch them back, 
which will keep them from 
getting tall. Pinching it back 
will cause the growth to go 
into the leaves, thus making! 
‘a nice ‘“‘bushey” plant. Cole- 
us needs both sun and mois- 
ture, The mealy bugs are 
worst enemy of this plant.| 
Mealy bugs are a white soft 
looking substance, much like 
cotton, clinging to the plant. 
Touchipg this insect with a 
dad of cotton dipped in al- 
cohol insures death.
